RUM AND THE CONSTITUTION. 
I 
I 
The proposed 
Hughes 
treaty 
for t h e 1 
curbing of rum-running has been practi- j 
cady accepted by the British, but this may 


not assure the success of the project after 


all. 
The rub comes on that clause of the 
treaty which, in return for the concessions 
the British make to us, permits British ships 
to bring liquor stores under seal into Ameri­ 
can waters. 
Washington dispatches repre­ 
sent department of justice lawyers as be­ 
lieving that this priviledge cannot be given 
British 
shops 
without 
a 
constitutional 
amendment. 
It all depends, of course, upon whether 
the impediment lies in the constitution or 
in an act of congress. 
If the former the 
treaty cannot remove it, if the latter, the 
treaty supersedes and amends the act in 
this particular. 
In the supreme court de­ 
cision which first opened the eyes of the 
public to the far-reaching effect of our pro­ 
hibition prescriptions upon our commer­ 
cial intercourse 
with 
other 
nations, the 
court said: 
“It therefore 
is of no 
importance 
that the liquors in the plaintiffs’ ships 
are carried only as sea stores. 
Being 
sea stores does not make them liquors 
any the less; nor does it change the in­ 
cident of their use as beverages. 
But 
it is of importance that they are car­ 
ried through the territorial waters of 
the United States and brought into its 
ports and harbors. 
This is prohibited 
transportation and importation in the 
sense of the amendment and the act.” 
This seems to indicate that the impedi­ 
ment to the bringing in of liquor as stores 
lies in both the 
constitution 
and the act, 
and if that is the case the Hughes treaty 
undoubtedly has a rough time ahead of it. 
If it can be made effective only by another 
constitutional amendment, it seems scarce­ 
ly likely to survive. 
That would be a pity, 
for the plan is a sensible one.

For, from the dining hall 
came mature men and women with 


I the expression of small children. The 
w'omen w’ere clad in blue frocks, sim­ 
ilar in fashion, with thir hair cut In 
quite an odd style, w’hile the men 
were dressed in blue overalls. 
They 
marched two by two each having a 
special partner. A more pathetic pic- 
i Lire can not be imagined. The sight 
of children, who have the long path 
of life to travel in such a condition, 
I brought sadness to many. The class 
leaving the dining room were oi the 
I second class, the imbeciles. 
This 


I class has the intelligence of a three 
to seven year old child. 
The third 
class, the morons were left iii the 
dining hall to clear up the tables and 
wash the dishes. This is the highest 
type and their intelligence ranges 
from that of a seven to a fourteen or 
fifteen 
year 
old 
child. 
Lunch is 
from 12 to I. 
School and work be­ 
gins again at 1:30. This half hour is 
used as a recess or recreation period. 
Most of the children went out doors 
while the men and women sit around 
conversing.

for

the floors in a very beautiful, highly
